Traces Prosperty Under G.

Ambassador Alanson B. Hough- 
ton, first United States Ambassador 
to Germany after the war, speak- 
ing last night at a dinner at Hotel 
Coronado, said Herbert Hoover 
was ‘the greatest single force ty 
break down the blockade and g2t 
food into Germany.” 

Houghton, who is now Ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, and who is 
@ Republican candidate for United 
States Senator from New York, 
read a 50-minute address from a 
raised desk to an audience of 259. 
The dinner was arranged by the 
Engineers’ Hoover Club, with a 
women’s auxiliary. and a number 
of the guests were person: of Cer- 
man ancestry. 

The first part of the address, 
read in a low tone, but with clear 
enunciation, related to tariff, pros- 
perity, causes of occasional unem- 
ployment, and farm relief. He then 
came to the question of Hoover's 
attitude toward the after-war needs 
of Germany. 

“I speak of this,” Houghton said, 
“only because I have received many 
letters recently asking me whether 
Mr. Hoover was in fact hostile to 
the efforts made to send food into 
Germany after the war, and, more 

icularly, whether he was care- 
ss or indifferent to the welfare 
of German children. Frankly, 1 
do not understand the reason for 
such inquiries. So far as [ am 
aware, neither Mr. Hoover nor any 
ef his friends have put forward 
special claims on his behalf regard- 
ing these matters, although they 
well might do So. 
Misunderstanding Likely. 

“But it may be that some mis- 
understanding exists. Our days are 
go full and busy, and the years roll 
around quickly, and it is easy to 
forget. Possibly some of us have 
forgotten what we ought to re- 
member. Next month will mark 
the tenth anniversary of Armistice 
day. I do not say the end of the 
war, for the war did not end at 
that time. The blockade of Ger- 
miany continued for months there- 
after. 

“T would not like to say the 
number of lives lost during that 
period from privation and lack of 
food. It is estimated high. I do 
not know. But I do know this. I 
know that the greatest single hu- 
man force to break down that 
blockade and to get food into Ger- 
many was Herbert Hoover. 


“During some of those manths, 
it is not too much to say, Mr. Hoo- 
ver fought almost single-handed. 
And when finally he got the food 
in, may I add. he did not put the 
distribution of it, as was sought, in 
the hands of those who were striv- 
ing to restore a military autocracy 
which the German people them- 
selves had overthrown. He put it 
in the hands of Fritz Ebert and of 
the friends of the German repub- 
lic. 

“I hope some time the true story 
of those days may be made known. 
TI happen to know much of it from 
those most concerned, but the es- 
sential fact I have given you. Her- 
bert Hoover fought that fight to 
get food into Germany that was al- 
most bare of food and, fighting at 
times almost single-handed, he won 
the fight. I do not want for an in- 
Stant to minimize what others did. 
I do want you to know that the ef- 
fective driving force behind tho 
entire movement was Mr. Hoover. 
For that is the simple truth. 

“T wish you cguld have gone 
‘with me on any one of the many 
days when I went to inspect the 
ehild-feeding conducted by the 
Quakers. The Quakers fed up- 
ward of a million and a half boys 
and girls one meal daily. 

“These children 
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were not ill. 

They were simply badly under- 

- nourished. And owing to the 
scarcity of supplies, only those 


children could be given that one 
meal who produced first a doc- 
tor’s certificate, stating that with- 
out this food he Or she could not 
grow to normal manhood or woin- 
anhood, and, second, a certificate 
that the child's parents could not 
provide the necessary food.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Three 
of the United States Navy’s light- 
er-than-air craft experts will be on 
the Graf Zeppelin ,when it sails 
from the naval air station at Lake- 
hurst, N. J., for Germany.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Oct. 27.— 
The officers and crew of the Ger- 
man dirigible Graf Zeppelin today 
prepared for their return trip to 
Germany with prospects favorable 
for a start tomorrow. 

Cancellation of the Midwest 
trip, caused by adverse. winds at 
the field here and prospects of un- 
favorable weather over the pro- 
posed route, permits a start on the 
return voyage within the two 
weeks’ linfit set by Dr. Hugo Eck- 
ener on his arrival. 

Aliheugh Dr. Ecxkener said the 
start might not be made until 
Monday or Tuesday, depending on 
weather conditions, the ground 
crew at the naval station received 
orders to stand by at 5 p. m. to- 
morrow. | 

Because of its cramped quar- 
ters in the big. hangar here, with 
the Los Angeles and two naval 
blimps g@fcupying the same quar- 
ters, any cross hangar wind makes 
hazardous the task of taking the 
German. dirigible out onto the 
field. 

Refueling Begun. 

As soon as the cancellation of 
the Midwest journey was an- 
nounced refueling of the Zeppelin 
was begun. Three crews of 14 men 
each, working in eight-hour shifts, 
were put to work pumping 735,- 
000 cubic feet of Blau gas and 140,- 
000 cubic feet of hydrogen into the 
fuel and lift cells. Lieutenant- 
Commander Wicks of the United 
States Navy, estimated the Zep- 
pelin would be ready to sail ay 
noon tomorrow. 

The cold weather has made ne- 
cesSary an exira precaution, 50 
gallons of anti-freeze solution be- 
ing loaded aboard for the radia- 
tors and water ballast tanks. 

When the dirigible starts on the 
return voyage it will carry a load 
of 15 tons, which includes passen- 
gers, mail and ballast. 

Fuel for 120 Hours.

carry enough fuel for 120 cruising 
hours at full speeé@. the re.urn voy- 
age is expected to take only 50 to 
60 hours as compared to ill

That suit, the company’s 
present petition alleges, injured 
the business, and as a result of it 
the company has not been able to 
build its business up to the pre- 
vious standing.

Modern savants have traced 
many words of the peculiarly dis- 
tinctive gypsy language to the 
mouth of the Indus, and have rated 
it 18 a sister to the mother-tongue, 
Sanskrit. The gypsies themselves 
Originally were a fierce tribe, con- 
quered and led into nominal cap- 
tivity by the Arabs. There fol- 
lowed fiight into Asia Minor, then 
into Europe and thence alf over 
the world. 

The language of the gypsy is 
the bond which has kept intact 
this people without a country, just 
as the religion of the Jew has pre- 
served his racial integrity. Berco- 
vici sa.s of the gypsies’ faith that 
they have sampled 4ll religions and 
have adopted none, although they 
are quick to cloak themselves in 
the outward forms of whatever re- 
ligion is practiced in the gountry 
where thty are temporarily resi- 
dent. 

There is a long sequence of chap- 
ters—“The Gypsies in Hungary,” 
“The Gypsies in France,” “The 
Gypsies in Germany,” and so on. 
One would imagire such a treat- 
ment would become boresome, but 
nothing of the sort occurs. Be- 
cause of the varied things there 
are to tell about the Romanies and 
because of the writer’s skill, each 
chapter stands alone and each is 
different. Bercovici has traveled 
in all these lands and has visited 
EyPsy camps in each. Born in Ru- 
mania, he has known gypsies all 
his life, and converses with them 
in their own tongue with a wide 
knowledge of their ways. In 
America, too, he has joined for 
weeks at a time their parties in 
automobiles—the modern  equiva- 
lent of the horse trader’s caravan. 

The writer is frank to admit the 
gypsies’ faults, but has an apt 
excuse for every failing.

Yes, but that is “at ‘ts worst less 
harmful than the slightly more 
scientific prophecy of our psychol- 
ogists and psychoanalysts.”
